killed in an allied air attack on TRIESTE in about Apr 44# \ 

(b) Contact with G.I.S . * 

Neither Source knew in what circuj.isto.nccs S*.VOiXNJNI had first contacted 
the G.I.S, Iter name v/as first mentioned to IfUEGEL as a possible agent 
for an "IDA" mission by Stun.ibannfuchror WOLF , the special R3iL>. 
repre se'ntativc sent to IT,iLY to organise post-occupo.tionnl networks (cf 
CSDIC/C’ iF/SD 3 para 2), but Sources* did not know how 170 LF had wet her.

jiUDGEL stated that S^iVOEGNiNI undertook this visit on her own 
initiative. She presented herself at HU1GLL , s private rooms .one 
ovening, introduced herself, and offered her services to the G.I.S., 
stating that she did not believe that she was sufficiently trusted by 
the SD at TRIESTE. On the following day HUEGEL referred her to SEGNA, 
and when the latter left shortly afterwards for CERNOBBIO IftrEGBL 
suggested that ho should take her with lain, SEGNA states that he 
subsequently kopt her at CERNOBDIO loss because ho had any intention 
of employing her as an agent than because he vns attracted by her and 
she had become his mistress.

As far as SAVORGNANI* 8 contact with tho S.I.C. through the 
porsons of SAUHG and COLUSSI (cf CSDIC/SC/l5^/SD 1 para 38) was 
concerned, SEGNA statod that -she told him that she had received from SAURO 
tho task of keeping a watch on Gauleiter RaINER 1 s Slovene policy, and 
that to carry out this ta3k she cultivated tho friendship of Dr 
‘JQHaNNES, Abteilungslcitcr on RAINER* s staff at TRIESTE. 

SEGNA believed that SAVORGNANI* s connection with the Communists 
in the "Comitato di Liberazione Kostanalo" at TRIEST (cf CSDIC/SC/15 AG/SD 1 
para 35) was formed by hor for tho purpose of supplying DJUgK with inforraation. 
He stated however that she regarded VITOILOVTC as an ideaMst* and an 
honourable roan, and that he had once shielded her against an allegation 
made by. the comunists. that she was workini for the Germans or Fascists. 

Her only other corrounist contact known to iSEGNi^ (by name only) was a 
Sorb or Slovene girl with the cover namc\jfif/ SOKOLIZA*

SEGIi. could add no further information concerning RVVQRGNaNI* S 
relations with FtHAI (cf CSDIC/SC/15AG/SD 1 paras 36-37), hut stated 
that in this ca3e too she was seeking information on behalf of DJUJIC.

At tho enc&of UarU($ SEGNA suggested to tho B.d.S., SS 
Grupponfuchrcr Dr H/vRSTSR, that SAVORGNANI might be used to establish 
• contact with tho Allies "through DJUJIC. SAVORGNnNI was therefore sent 
to TRIESTE, whence she returned with the inforraation contained in the a/ra 
para. DJUJIC believed that an Allied landing in the TRIESTE area was 
. imminent, and the patriarch GAVRILO’s projected mission to contact 
Jugoslav Royalist circles in ENGLAND was connected with this belief. 

DJUJIC had also told SAVORGNAN! that she was at liberty to contact Allied 
agent 3 should tho opportunity occur. It was at about this time that he 
gave her tho identity card in tho name of PETROVIC. SEGNA wished to 
sond SAVORGMiiNI back to TRIESTE to learn of the result of GAVRILO’s 
mission, but the collapse in Northern ITALY came before he was able to do 
this. He received- no more information on GAVRILO’s mission.

SEGNA could add little to the information contained in CSDIC/SC/ 
13AG/SD 1 para LA. Ho stated that to the best of his knowledge MAURO 
was not working for any Intelligence Service, neither was his visit to 
CERNOBBIO occasioned by political, motivos.
